Among tho matters to which they pro- 


pvfi to give their attention are tho con- 
tests for seats in the convention made 
by .silver men and the selection of ;.i 
temjiorary chairman of the couvention, 
and possibly later to the preparation of 
H platform and it" necessary the selec- 
tion of candidates. 


Major T. O. Towli-s of Missouri, who 


is secretary of Hio national bimetallic 
Democratic committee, was among the 
arrivals. In conversation he said that 
probably the first work of the commit- 
tee would bi» the appointment of a sub- 
committee to confer with the national 
Democratic committee with tho vi<*w of 
securing harmonious action in the con- 
vention. 


Major Towles has a high idea of the 


work which has been performed by thu 
bimetallic committee. 


"We havo dono what has never be- 


fore been done in tho history of onr 
country." he said. "We have reorgan- 
ized the party within tho party on an 
economic qucstiob. Heretofore when a 
number of men have found themselvr-s 
differing radically from tho leaders of 
their party on questions of principle 
they have fomid it. necessary to sepa- 
rate from the parent organization and 
to organize a new jwrty."

The men came out of the shaft bear- 


ing the marks of anxiety and hard 
labor. One said : '-I am glad I atn out 
of that hole. I would like very much 
to see the entombed rescued alive, but I 
tell you, we who are engaged in thc- 
vrork of rescuing are carrviug our lives 
in our hands. Why, wo had hardly be- 
gun work when a big squeeze' came on. 
I and two laborers were putting up a 
prop about six inches too short. J sent 
a laborer for a "cap." but before he re- 
turned the roof came down and met the 
prop. So great was the pressure that 
the heavy prop was snapped off as 
though it were a match. Fortunately, 
we succeeded in getting away before 
the roof came down any further. So 
yon citn rc-adily see wlnit chances \ve 
are taking." 


A survey of the interior of the mine 


shews that tho main slope is badly 
blocked. It is blocked even worse than 
the officials are willing to admit. It is 
known positively that fully 60 feet that 
had been cleared np is blocked again by 
another fall that occurred about 4 a. in. 
Before any attempt can be made to 
clear this part of the slope again it will 
be necessary to do extra propping and 
timbering. This will consume a great 
deal of time. A few of the more hope- 
ful who believed there might be a possi- 
bility of the entombed men being ulive 
have now surrendered,and no one can be 
found who is willing to admit that 
there i.< any life underground.

ENCYCLICAL OF POPE, 


Important Paper on Reunion of 


Christian Churches. 


SUCCESSORS OF ST. PETEB.

BiLTiMOHE, June 30.—Cardinal Gib- 


bons has received from Rome the ad- 
vance sjieets containing a comprehen- 
sive abstract of the jiope's encyclical on 
the reunion of the Christian churches. 
It has very probably some bearing on 
Mr. Gladstone's recent letter which has 
attracted so much attention. The pope 
Says in part: 
• "The holy father, intent njxju the 
work of bringing all to the one fold of 
Christ, considers that it would conduce 
to that end were he to set before the 
peoples of the Christian world the ideal 
and exemplar of the church as divinely 
constituted, to which church all arc 
bound by God's command to bc-Sng. 


"In Scripture, the church is called a 


'body, and the body cf Christ. It is vis- 
ible sis being a living and organized so- 
ciety and is animated bv the invisible 
vital principle of supernatural life. 
Those, therefore, who either deny that 
Christ's church is a visible body or re- 
fuse to allow that it has 'the perennial 
communication of the gifts of divine 
f.rraeo' are equally 'in a grievous and 
pernicious error.' 


"A church which should embrace all 


men everywhere and at all times was 
clearly foretold by the prophet Isaiah 
and was typified us our Lord's mystical 
body, c body united to himself us"head, 
a mystical lioily, the inymbera of which, 
if separated one from tho other, 'can 
not be united with one and tho same 
head'. And so another head like to 
Christ—that is another Christ must be 
invented if besides the o:ic church, 
which is his body, men wish to set up 
another. 


"As this spvemjuff authority belongs 


to the constitution and formation of the 
church as the very principle of unity 
and stability, it was clearly intended to 
pass to St. Peter's successors from one 
to another. 
Consequently, the pontiffs 


who succeed him in the Roman episco- 
pate receive the supreme power in the 
church jubt divino, and this is declared 
fully by general councils and acknowl- 
edged by the consent of antiquity. 


"Holy writ attests that the keys of 


the kiuedom of heaven were given to 
Peter alone and that the promise of 
binding and loosing was granted to the 
apostles and to Peter, but there is noth- 
ing to show that the apostles received 
supreme power without Peter or against 
Peter.

Re8uscitetin£ the Drowning. 


An important part of the instruction 


now given ic swimming schools deals 
with the rescue aud bringing to con- 
sciousness of those who are drowning. 
The removal of clothing in the water is 
a feat that swimmers are taught to ac- 
complish. Another achievement is that 
of preventing a frantic individril who 
is struggling in the water from grasping 
his rescuer and so drowning both. 


A correspondent of The Cincinnati 


Commercial Gazette says on this point:

The methods of resuscitating half drowned 


persons taugfri to the athletic clnbs and in the 
"first aid to the injured" courses everyvrhere 
are pretty much the same. The victim is first 
turned on hts face and drained of what water 
will mn oat of h*s nose and mouth. Then he 


tamed on his back, hte nsouth pried open 


and by a hasty sweep of the finger cleared of 
the froth and slime in the throat The chest 
is then pressed to expel the air; thea tha arms 
are pnlied high above tha bead, fl hen the chest, 
ihe pressure bemg removed, again expands. 
The arms ars thru brought down hy the s!tle 
OBU ihe cheat again compressea. Repeating 
these movements produces soroewhat the effect 
of natural breathing. They are combined widj 
rubbing, ebaflng and beating the body to re- 
Btore its natural warmth. Stimulants coine 
later.

weeks ngo and actually taken to tho morgue 
for dead. There ha -was ctoccvcrcd r~d re- 
vived.

It is foolishness to talk of trying to 


kec-p youug nieii oa farms when there is 
no future for them — sc-iircely even a liv- 
ing. The exodus from farm to city vriil 
increase rather than diminish. Ihere is 
only one thing the farmer cau do to 
keep his head above water. Ho most 
leave the coarser, simple* bnuichcs of 
agriculture entirely to the peasants of 
the countries where they can be growu 
so cheaply r.ud turn his own intelligent 
ideas to the production of something 
these peasants cannot grow. The Dan- 
ish farmer has found prosperity in the 
making of superfine dairy products and 
hams and bticon for the European mar- 
ket The fanner in the vicinity of large 
cities can profitably raise vegetables 
and small fruits. Then there are p» -iltry 
and beekeeping. One farmer who has 
lost heavily during the present upset in 
prices finds that he can make a profit 
raising extra lambs for tho city trade. 
At any rate, it is beyond a doubt that 
there is some special branch in the finer 
and more difficult lines of farming 
which will bring every depressed agri- 
culturist out of the wilderness. That he 
can and must find for himself.

kegee (Ala.) Industrial institute for 
training negro youths of both sexes iii 
manual as well as literary education, 
mildly indicates that if any American 
citizen has some money with which liu 
wishes to do as much good as Eoasibly 
can be douo tho said citizen c innot do 
better than to bestow it on Tnskegee in- 
stitute.

as a puzzler to scientists. It is believed, 
however, that there is aii ur derground 
stream or lake of some sort bcieairli the 
surface at this point.

eases is the one who has white corpus- 
cles numerous and in lusty health. The 
spleen is now believed to generate these 
tiny cells. 


It seldom occurs to people on farms 


that a vacation would bo. just as good 
for them as it is for city people, yet 
such is the fact. Farm pec-pie's lives are 
more monotonous than those of city peo- 
ple and a change, is even more need'^d 
by them. Those who live on farms and 
never leave them are the ones who have 
brought on agriculturists tins name of 
"hayseeds."
